vations and recommendations 
telating to this service contained 
in the fifth report of the Royal 
Commission on the Civil Sorvice, 
presented to Parliament in 1914, 
states the’ Times.

The Commission were inform- 
ed that difficulty was felt in pro- 
curing recruits. for the Chins 
Service, ere were fewer 
Services than 
fot any other, In the view of 
the Commission, therefore, there 
was all the more reason for msk- 
ing the competition an “open” 
one, thus widening the ares from 
which recruits are drawn. Be- 
tween these three branches of the 
Far Eastern Service there is 
practically no interchangenbility.. 
An officer appointed to China 
epsnds his life in Chins, and: 
officers eppointed to Japan and 
Siam spond their lives in those 
countries respectively. The Coins 
Service, which wa3 said to com. 
prise 72 posts, including the 
assistants, was considered suffi- 
ciently large ,to afford reason. 
able promotion. The Japan 
Service, which contains only 25 
poste, including acting assistanta, 
was, with the exception of the. 
Siam Service, the smallest self- 
contained Service with which the 
Cammission wa3 acqusinted ; ba 
in the circu ustances they did not 
S26 any immediate possibility of 
enlarging it. . 


: The Siam Service, on the other 
hand, consistad of only 15 posts, 
and affarded te the Governmant 
no sufficient choice of man, and 
to the members of the Services no 
adequate scopsof promotion. |

“MOTORING MATTERS. 


—_—- 


The annual meeting of the Hongkong Antomobile 
‘Association provided an opportunity for the President of 
that organisation to touch, upon many niatters.of interest 
alike to motorists and the geseral public. Considering 

* the size and physical limitations of the Colony, motoring 
as made wonderful strides here in recent years. The 
number of cars is continually on the increase, and with 
every year more and more people are appreciating the 
pleasure and benefit to be derived from this means of 
etting about and becoming acquainted with the manifold 
. Beauties of the place. It was only right and fitting that a 
tribute should be paid at Friday's meeting to the part 
which Sir Henry May played in opening up the outlying 
parts of the Colony to motor traffic. He knew and loved 
the Colony, was ever proud of the magnificence and glories 
‘of its countryside and wanted others to see and appreciate 
its natural attractions. And by bis foresight in mapping 
out the many fine motor roads which we now possess he 
did magnificent service to those who to-day are able to 
enjoy the facilities for motoring which have since been so 
steadily developed. 

There was a time when many motorists in the Colony 
were inclined to tesent the traffic and speed regulations 
laid down by the authorities and enforced by the police. 
They failed to realise that. with.the growing number of 
vars brought into use, a tightening up of traffic laws and 
an extension of police control were essential in the inter- 
ests of motorists themselves as much as of the general 
public. Bunt we are glad to think that the Automobile 
‘Association has done tsefal work by impressing upon the 
motoring community the necessity of reasonable restric- 
_tions and by co-operating with the authorities in the obser- 
vance of the regulations laid down. The President of the 
Association paid a deserved tribute at Friday's meeting ‘to 
the greater efficiency of police traflic control, which bad 
lessened the difficulties of driving and diminished the 
dangers to the public. And we think it was no exagger- 
ation on his*part when he attributed to the growing 
efficiency of the traffic control the circumstance that there 
hed been -no increase in accidents, despite the growing 
pumber of motor vehicles now in use. fis plea to motor- 
ists for an even more ready compliance with police 
signals and speed controls was sufficient to indicate that 
the Association is fully conscious of" the obligations laid 


"" apon it, in the general interest of the public, to work hand 


jn hand with the authorities in these matters. 

. The Automobile Association has now a membership of 
over two hundred, but there is still room for wore. Indeed, 
it sbould be the aim of this body to bring iu every 
motorist in the Colony. And there is a deal that the 

» Association could do for the greater benefit of all interest- 
ed in motor carsand cycles. At Home, for.example, 
the smallest towns have their Motor Associations 

* which ron periodical competitions and tests, and we can- 
not: help thinking that the local organisation could do 

nsé?a! work along these lines, in which connection the plea 
of the President that all who own cars should learn to 
drive them is very much to the point. Amongst au 
organised body such as this, also, much might be done by 
meetings at which papers could be read and discussions
